The New Municipal Court. « 


are to serve upon the bench of Atlanta’s new 
municipal court after January 1, the knell begins 
sounding for the justice of the peace courts in the 
State’s capital city. The ancient and once honorable 
office of justice of the peace wilt expire with the 
year in Atlanta, and one court will take the place of 
eighteen. 

The .constitution of Georgia had to be amended 
before other steps could be taken by the Atlanta 
Bar association toward the_end that is now fairly in 
sight. That was months ago. The legislature was 
induced to put the amendment up to the people ‘of 
the state permitting the substitution of municipal 
courts for justice courts in cities of 20,000 or more 
population, Savannah alone was excepted, at the 
instance of legislators from Chatham county. The 
voters were induced to ratify that amendment. That 
paved the way to the enactment by the legislature 
last summer of the statute creating Atlanta's new 
municipal court. Only oné other city, Macon, has 
availed itself as yet of this new constitutional 
privilege. 

Since the early days of community life under 
English law, the justice of the peace has been a 
recognized official. It remained for the modern city 
to develop ‘his inefhciency. Though he might serve 
admirably and honestly in the adjustment of petty 
disputes in rural districts, he has been shown, not 
only in Georgia but in other States, to be worse 
than useless in city life. The justice of the peace 
system was corrupted by its fees into a system of 
injustice and extortion. There were many elise’ 
to this rule, and some of the justices in Atlanta were 
not to be criticised on the ground of their sincerity 
and hgnesty; but they were of that rare type of 
man which preserves its integrity under strong 
temptation and opportunity. 

The municipal court idea did not originate in 
Atlanta. During a number of years past it has been 
undergoing a process of rapid development in the 
larger cities of the land. Atlanta’s system seems to 
apply dll of the best features of the modern plan, 

The experiment here promises a high degree ot 
success. One court, without fees, with five salaried 
judges upon the bench; one staff of court officials, 
one set of records, an extended jurisdiction—all 
these lay a foundation for efficient service It 
appears that the court will be one of dignity, intelli- 
gence and fairness.

New Wealth in Corn. 


three thousand or more exhibits are 
expected to make up the 1918 Georgia’ corn club 
show, which will be held in the capitol in Atlanta 
from December 2 to 5. J- Phil Campbell, state agent 
in charge of this work, believes that the number of 
boys who have tilled their acres of corn under club 


Some 


rules this year is at least 50 per cent greater than it 
was one year ago. 

A semi-official estimate last year stated the in- 
creased corn yield due to these clubs at an almost 
incredible figure. This year the figure will be in- 
creased perhaps by half, if Mr. Campbell’s expecta- 
tion is fulfilled. 

Constructive work like this is what is building 
Georgia for a destiny greater-than could have been 
hoped thirty or eyen fifteen years ago. The corn 
club boys themselves add to the state’s riches at 
once when they cultivate their individual acres. of 
ground. The spirit of emulation which their ex- 
ample stirs in older farmers adds so much more. 
But the bigger results are coming when the corn 
club boys are men, and when they grow not one 
acre, but many acres of corn, and make each yield 
a bounteous harvest. 

With the boys’ corn clubs are allied the girls’ 
canning clubs. The latter, in their own sphere of 
influence, are doing a work just as great and just as 
important as that of the former. Where the corn 
clubs teach the conservation of energy and resource 
by making less land yield more corn, the. latter 
teach the conservation of energy and sresource by 
storing that which the land has yielded and wasting 
none of it. A farmer who works must be fed. The 
clubs teach the young farmer how to work intelli- 
gently in the cultivation of one great staple food, 
and teach the young women who some day ‘will be 
farmers’ wives how to keep the pantry full of good 
things for the table. 

The encouragement which the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce has given in the past and will givé 
again this year to this movement is directly in line 
with its purposes, The cordiality with which the 
city as a whole has indorsed the chamber’s activity, 
and the hospitality which her residents have shown 
to the young workers gathered here at the show. each 
year, are but feeble expressions of Georgia’s appre- 
ciation of the work that is being done.

An Episode and a Reflection 
By Savoyard 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4—Some time ago I was de- 
tained downtown till a late hour, far past “‘dinner 
time” at home, and went into a chop house for some- 
thing to appecse hunger. It was a somewhat high- 
toned place, and an exceptionally excellent tavern, but 
if you fail to “tip” the ‘walter my advice to you Is not 
to frequent the establishment if you want food with 
dispatch and of the best cut.

I selected a small table far back 
at which sat a young gentleman with an elaborate 
spread before! him that was the despair of my slender 
purse.

I am sure 
he took me for a crank, and possibly he was shrewd in 
that; but evidently the boy has some reverence for age 
—a quality in youth that is as rare as it is admirable 
these times.

Then I reminded him that he, a member of the 
Pennsylvania, bar, had repeatedly and reverently re- 
flected on the splendid career of Jeremiah S. Black, 
t’e greatest lawyer his state ever produced, and doubt- 
less the greatest lawyer America has yet seen—once 
attorney genral in an American cabinet and also sec- 
retary of state. Only two counties separated the home 
of this boy from York county where Black so long 
lived. As a master of political polemic Black never 
met his match, “Junius” shrinks before him and Ham- 
flton himself would have found his master in the 
great Scotch-Irishman from York, Pa. 

And this young féllow, “the expectancy and rose” 
of his guild—collegiate, lawyer, public man—had never 
even heard of Jere Black, though born and reared 
within three or four cannon-shot of York, a fine old 
town that Black made classic precinct. I was in the 
midst of an interrogatory about Judge Gibson when 
he got his check and paid his score; but x did not al- 
low him to depart until I asked him what he read. 

He answered, “Newspapers—they .are enough for 
me. I've no time for books.” And with an amused, 
put rather embarrasssed smile, he made the declaration 
that the newspaper contained all the knowledge worth 
the acquisition by the American citizen. 1 hastened 
to say that I was a newspaper man myself, but in my 
poor opinion he was devilishly mistaken in his tneory 
of books. I hope he may learn better. Yet I rather 
liked the compliment he paid the cloth. .

This chap is a much more accomplished man than I. 
In the first place, he is a collegiate—something»I am 
not—and on this occasion he knew a heap better than 
I how to employ the lavish multitude and superfluity 
of forks and spoons and tnings supplied us than 1. 
Indeed, I fear, I w-s guilty of the enormity of convey- 
ing some of the fat of my chop, or some of the potato 
that was served with it, from the plate to my mouth 
with the knife; but tnen, I was in the heat of prop- 
aganda, that yielded no return.

RURAL CREDITS 


XIL—THE BANKS OF ITALy, 
B. FREDSRIC J. HASKIN. 


Borrowing a page from the book of German finan. 
cial experience, Signor Leone Wellembors beran, iq 
1880, to preach the gospel of rural credits to the amalt 
farmers of Italy. After three years of writing ang 
lecturing he finally succeeded in organizing a tur, 
bank at Lorexgia, in the province of Padua, with thisy 


members. The following year a bank was founded at 
Castelfiorentino, and others came apace, with the re. 
sult that there are now some 2,000 such banks {n Italy, 
In 1892 the Catholic church, seeing the possibilities of 
Self-help among Its rural members, took up the work 
of directing the organization of such banks, with the 
result that today two out of three rural banks are yn. 
der church supervision. 


. 


History was but repeating itself in the ‘OTRANIZation 
of the rural credit system in Italy. The first bank 
was the answer of a practical philanthropist to the de. 
mands of the misery about him. There was a slow, 
hard beginning; then a welcoming of the idea wit, 
wide acclaim; then success, and then division. In Ger. 
many Raiffeisen had had the same trouble a thind of 4 

and had lived through it all, Bu, 
where Dr. Haas in Germany had found too much te 
ligion in the Raiffeisen bank, here in Italy was the 
priest Don Gerutti finding too little in the Wellemborp 
banks, and it was this that led to the organization of 


the first church bank in 18! 


Italy seems to be the only country where co-oper, 
tive banking has become a sort of church institution, 
It is true that Raiffeisen always kept the moral ides 
in co-operative banking at the forefront, and tried te 
utilize his system in developing the higher traits of 
eltizenship, but there was no direct connection between 
the church and the banks. The idea of uniting the twa 
interests has been found to give the church a peculiar 
hold upon the individuals who’ patronize the bank, and 
the fact that the village priest enjoys the confidence 
of everybody makes him a useful official in the bank, 
Furthermore, as a man of education and training he 
knows how to handle institutional funds. And stilt 
further, he has about the best line that can be wad 
upon the moral and financial status of every resident 
of the community, as well as peculiar advantage in 
knowing the needs of individuals and the uses to which 
they are likely to put the funds they seek. That the 
system of uniting the banks with the church tn the 
Ttalian provinces has worked well from the banktng 
standpoint is indicated by the statistics of these banks; 
that it has worked well from the standpoint of the 
church is evidenced by the gradual cxnension of tae 
number of banks ani the testimony of txe chureh au 
thorities; but that it would work well elsewhere bas

All the rural banks, both tarian and non-sectas 
rian, insist upon honesty and good character as a cone 
dition of becoming a member, but some sectarian banks 
call for certain religious observances as a condition 
of membership.

The rural bank of Italy follows the German ide, 
in the requirement of unlimited Mability of all its 
members for its obligations, and holds also to the dey 
of doing business only in the immediate community, 
‘They seldom have any capital to begin with, and pay 
from 3 to 4 per cent on depositis, using this money ta 
their business as far as it suffices to meet the lend 
ing demands. The bank gradually creates a small 
capital out of nominal charges for its services and 
membership dues. Loans are usually of two kinuy 
both upon the security of bills; the short-term lost 
for a period of not more than two yegrs; and the 
long-term loan, for a period not to exceed ten yeark 
‘The short-term loans are renewed every three months 
while the long-term loans are paid by installments, 

aoe. 

There is a national federation of rural banks in 
Italy, although they do not use it as a financial om 
ganization; it bears about the same relation to the Ita 
jan rural banks that the American Bankers’ associate 
tion bears to the national banking system of the Unitel 
States.

+ Italy also haS a system of town banks modellet 
after the ideas of the Germantown bani system. What 
Schulze of Delitzsch was to Germany, Signor Lalst 
Luzzatti has been to Italy, in the financing of th 
small urban borrower. In 1865, with the municifert 
capital of $140, Luzzatti started the Popular Bank of 
Milan, with himself as its biggest stockholder, to the 
extent of $40.

His system differs from the German town bank sy 
tem in a number of ways. In the first pMce, it is 
more democratic in its plan of organizatioi, It has 
rather a Jarge board of directors whose powers am 
supreme, controlling both the officers and the avidile 
ing committee.

WORKMEN GO ON STRIKE 


Marble Workers Aggrieved Be- 
cause Brick Masons Do 
Their | Work 


About 150 workmen employed on the 
new Healey building—members of organ- 
izations allied with the building trades 
council-—went on strike at noon Tuesday, 
‘The strike was due to a grievance which 
the marble workers are alleged to have 
entertained against the brick masons, it 
being claimed by the marble workers 
that the brick masons were doing work 
which should be done only by marble 
workers. 

Involved in the strike are a number of 


carpenters, plumbers, structural work- 
ers and others engaging in the build~ 
ing trades. The brick masons, although 


union men, are said not to be allied 
with the building trades council and 
are therefore at work, as are the elec. 
triclans whe are said to be non-union 
men. 

R. M. Walker, contractor for the 
building, admitted that a number of 
workmen were on strike, but stated that 
more men were at work than had stopped 
off. He sald he would be inconven- 
jenced by the strike, put that It would 
not tie up the work. 

Captain Terry and a small squad of 
police were around the Healey building 
during the early afternoon, but thero 
were no evidences of any disorder. 

This is the second strike among work- 
men on the Healey building. A few 
months ago the structyral iron workers 
struck because non-union men were em~- 
ployed. After several weeks that strike

Tho 
report shows that ordinary transporta- 
tion charges on a sack of flour from the 
nearest railway to the mining camp has 
been $2.50 while the charge by parcel 
post is only 50 cents. Equally high 
prices are charged on other commodi- 
ties with a corresponding saving when 
handled by the government. As a re- 
sult winter supplies are being shipped 
by parcel post.
